SECOND BASE, the strategic centre of the diamond (both 
the second base and the shortstop aren) should be protected 
by fast, cool-headed, consistent ball players.

1. POSITION OF TIIE SECOND 
BASEMAN. This will vary but in 
most cases he should play as far 
away and ns far back of the buse 
Hne os will permit him to field thut 
territory, The ground to his left is 
usually more casily covered, 

When there is a runner on third 
and It fs necessary. to play the ball 
heme, he should play on or dn front 
of the base “Hine. He should play 
closer to second especially $f he is 
naturally weal on ground balls on 
his right side, ond must play to- 
Wards “frst_when_a_snerifice_ij_ex. 


2. FIELDING’ THE POSITION. 
He should have the -play sized up 
before he has the ball in his hands. 
‘Get in front of ground balls and at 
least stop them. Should he fumble 
he can still throw the runner out 
at first. He should not be afraid of 
making errors. : 

3. THROWING. In most cases 
his throws are short, elther 10 second 
or first. ‘He probably uses the un- 
derhand throw more than ony other 
infelder, especially when going in 
fast on casy rolling balls and those 
he fumbles, 

A toss should bo used on double 
plays when.the ball is fielded close 
to second basc. It is much casier 
for the shortstop to throw Lf tho 
ball {s above his waist on all tlie 
throws from the second baseman.

5. COVERING SECOND BASE. 
Be ready to do so when there ts a 
runner on first, especially with one or 
two out, If ‘righthanded batter is 
up, second baseman usually takes the 
catcher’s throw, : 

He should have a signal with the 
pitcher and gatcher when he will 
cover the. bag. when! eccupled, In 
this case, the shortstop usunlly tnkes 
the’ throws from the'pitcher, the 
second baseman from the catcher.

ing to Professor Halecki, appointment of the curator was

“Since the invasion of 1939," Pro- 
fessor Halecki writes, “it had been 
declared repeatedly thnt the Polish 
Institutions of higher.. ond even 
secondary eduention were to disap- 
peur. forever. Hence the final’decl- 
sion was not surprising. The syste- 
matic destruction of a whole natlon's 
aendemle lle is, however, unprece- 
dented in history and no similar ac- 
tion hos been taken by the Nazis in 
any other occupied country.” 

Outlining the history and traditions 
of some of the Polish universities, 
Professor Halecki, who also was, 
dean of the faculty of social studies 
at the Warsaw School of Political 
Science, recalls that a number of 
them ure among the oldest in Europe. 
“Cracow University,"" he — writes, 
“was founded in 1364, only sixteen 
years after Prague, and-carlier than 
any German university. .
